The Fitness and Amateur Sport Study 
Committee, established by Order in Coun¬ 
cil of the Government of Alberta, is 
charged with the task of compiling in¬ 
formation from organizations and indi¬ 
viduals engaged voluntarily or profes- 
sonally in encouraging, developing and 
promoting fitness and amateur sport ac¬ 
tivities among the residents of Alberta. 

The collected data will serve as a 
basis for analysis, following which 
recommendations will then be formulat¬ 
ed and embodied in a report to the 
Minister for consideration in the plan¬ 
ning of future recreational and cultural 
developments in the Province. 

An invitation is, therefore, extended 


to all communities, organizations and 
associations in the Province who are in 
one way or another associated with pro¬ 
grams of fitness and amateur sport and 
other recreational activities, to present 
briefs outlining the components which 
play a role in the promotion and devel¬ 
opment of their respective activities. 

Of particular interest to the commit¬ 
tee are such developments as program 
of the activities, facilities utilized in the 
promotion of programs, leadership per¬ 
sonnel available and financial resources. 

The following items shall serve as 
general terms of reference for written 
submissions:
